Text. “ Stand fast, thercfore, in the lib- 
erly wherewith Carist hath made us {ree 
and be not entangled again with the yoke of 
bondage.” —Gai. v. 1, 


[t is impossible to read the letters and 
discourses ot St. Paul, without betay struck 
with admiration at his watchiulness, his 
vigilance, his undaunted boidness, his de- 
voted faithiulness, and his untiring perse- 
verance in the cause of Christ. In many 
instances, when others who had embraced 
the faith and endured the reproach of the 
gospel of truth and grace, were disposed 
to take some step backward to meet the 
views of their opposers, thinking that they 
should thereby render thew doctrine the 
more acceptable to the bigoted world, with- 
out essentially varying trom the truth, this 
faithful servant of Jesus was ready at his 
post, warning them oi the danger. That 
quickness and clearness of discernment, 
with which Heaven inspired him, would at 
once discover that this contemplated step 
would Jead to another, and that whenever 
the christian church should agree to take 
one step’s departure trom the lovely sim- 
plicity of the gospel, a general apostacy 
would be the result, He accordingly stood 
watching to strike off every error as it 
should rise, and to guard the holy liberty 
which they had been made to enjoy. He 
e:.horted his brethren to walk in Christ Je- 
sus the Lord as they had received him, 
being stablished in the faith, and abound- 
ing therein with thanksgiving.

ble to God, but the service of the heart. — | 


For a dumb and senseless idol, a mere ex- 
ternal and senseless worship would sffice. 


But no worship is suitable for the God of 


supreme intelligence and glory, but what 
is offered in the spirit, and in the under- 
standing. We must know what we wor- 
ship; and our devotions must be rational 
and pure.

The 
shameless aud the victous wiil not suffer ia 
siience ; they will appeal to the charity o1 
their neiguvors, and perkaps abuse that char- 
ity; or turow theimselves upon the public as 
paupers. But tio-e who teel an honest pride 
of character are reluctant to publisi thei 
poverty to the world; they shrink trom its 
pity ulimost as much as trow ils averted eye 
or chilling frown ; they suffer in secret and 
in silence the miseries of penury, of sickness 
or misfortune, and moisten their seanty pit- 
tance with their tears, or languisii comftort- 
less duder the attacks of disease.

In all cases where hemp is used for work, 
it requires to be hatcheled, to separate the 
fibre from the tow. It might be well here 
to add another fact. By the improved 
mode of rotting, if the hemp should remain 
in the water ten or twenty days after a de- 
composition of its vegetable or glutinous 
substance, the fibre will not receive any 
material injury, nor will it be endangered 
by stormy or cloudy weather when spread 
to dry, any more than canvass by use, or 
cloth in bleaching.
